FILE SUIT AGAINST 
TNE ‘STOWE TRUST’ 


Government Alleges Cleve­ 
land Firm Is Conspiracy 
in Restraint of 
Trade 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Feb. IS.— Un 
alleged “stone trust” was attacked 
here by the government in the filing 
of a suit under 
the 
Sherman 
law 
against the Cleveland 
Stone com­ 
pany, 
eighteen reputed 
subsidiary 
firms, and fourteen individuals. 
A 
conspiracy in restraint of trade in 
building, flagging, curbing stone and 
grindstones, is charged by the gov­ 
ernment. 
The bill holds that the Cleveland 
Stone company and the firms which 
It controls, practically dominates the 
stone business in seven states— HH* 
nois. Indiana, 
Kentucky, Michigan. 
Missouri, Ohio and Pennsylvania. 
The hill charges that the fact that 
the “trust dominates the subsidiary 
firms” is concealed from the public, 
and that this enables the “combine” 
to curtailing competition in bids, and 
also that the “trust’ is accustomed 
to pay a money bonus to influence 
architects to specify their product.
